Pa. Senate Passes Measure 
To Lower Voting A go To 18 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
Pennsylvania 
Senate, 
while 
herding through a string of bills 
to control campus radicals, gave 
overwhelming approval Tuesday 
to a measure aimed at lowering 
the voting age to 18. 
Even as the proposal for a 
constitutional 
amendment 
for 
the 18-year-old vote passed 36- 
9, Senators were ironing out de­ 
tails on bills to set special legal 
penalties for campus rabble - 
rousers and revoke any state 
loans or scholarships they might 
receive. 
It also took under considera­ 
tion a resolution to form a spe 
rial 
investigating 
committee 
with subpoena power to look in­ 
to disturbances at schools and 
colleges. Another resolution pro­ 
poses withholding of state aid 
to schools which do not deal 
sternly with destructive 
dis­ 
senters. 
Passage of the vote bill while: 
launching the frontal attack on 
youthful radicals was not con-! 
sidered inconsistent by most 
Senators. One Republican lead-! 
cr explained that youth had a 
valid complaint wtien it says the 


electoral process is denied it 
and another way to have a pol­ 
itical voice is to demonstrate. 
Still another senator pointed 
out that the majority of young 
people are not involved in dis­ 
ruptive demonstrations at which 
i the other legislation is aimed. 
Hie vote bill, which must bo 
passed by the House, repassed 
by the next elected legislature 
and t h e n approved by the 
voters, received strong, bi-par­ 
tisan support from 20 Republi­ 
cans and IR Democrats. Two 
Democrats and seven Republi­ 
c a n s voted against, including 
Senate Majority Leader Stanley 
G. Stroup, R-Bedford, who had 
himself proposed a 19-year-old 
vote limit plus lowering the age 
of majority to 19 “to give the 
responsibilities along with the 
privileges.”

Specific charges involved in the rank s of the 
: faculty have not been made public, and rightly 
; so, for at present, these can be regarded as 
■ legal hearsay and should remain so until the 
panel can determine if they are groundless 
or not. 
This current investigation is obviously aimed 
at reaching to the roots of the apparent trou­ 
bles In the schools, compared to the initial 
study in December which was of an advisory 
nature, and the second preliminary survey in 
January ' which determined an in-depth prohe 
was warranted 
The Quinn team now in session is faced with 
a challenging task — not just to learn “the 


facts,” but to come up with recommendations 
on which the future education status of our 
y oung people will depend. 
There is a serious air of uncertainty about 
our school sy stem i, 
the community today . 
The board of education has not y et formally 
decided on seek ing renewal of two ex piring 
levies in the May election, and teachers and 
parents are won<fering if funds will be avail­ 
able to operate the sy stem nex t y ear. 
Many of those concerned with the status of 
education in East Liverpool believe the present 
investigation may resolve some of the issues 
which are handicapping fulfillment of our goals.

1 2 Of Business Indices 
Jump Ov èr Ja nua ry ’68 


The monlhly bu siness report 
prepared by the Blast Liv erpool 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
showed eight indices increasing, 
sev en decreasing and one re­ 
maining steady du ring Janu ary . 
Twelv e, howev er, .« ¿lowed in­ 
creases ov er Janu ary 1968. 
Postal receipts made the lar­ 
gest spu rt, an increase of 60.4 
ov er December and an increase 
of 116.3 per cent ov er the same 
period in 1968. 
In December 1968, postal re­ 
ceipts were $45,106, while they 
were $72,360 for Janu ary . In 
Janu ary 1968 they were $33,456. 
Mu ch of the increase ov er a 
y ear ago can be attribu ted to 
the rise in postal rates in Oc­ 
tober 1968. 


.ADVANCE pay ments of sales 
tax in the cou nty continu e on 
the u pswing. Janu ary showed 
$314,5M, compared with $198,030 
for December and $253,175 last 
Janu ary . The increase ov er a 
month ago was 58.9 per cent 
and 24.3 per cent ov er the same 
time last y ear. 
U.sed car and other new v e­ 
hicle sales also showed increas­ 
es ov er December. Howev er, 
new car registration in th e 
cou nty showed a decline. 
There were 1,050 u sed cars 
and 128 other new v ehicles sold 
in Jamjar>’. New cars totaled 
333. In December, 800 u sed 
cars were sold, 116 other new 
v ehicles and 338 new passenger 
cars. 
The decline in new cars sales 
was 1.5 per cent, bu t the figu re 
for Janu ary was 32.7 per cent 
ov er Janu ary 1968. 
Incoming tru ck loadings also 
.showed a sharp 65.2 per cent 
increa.se ov er 1968. The boost 
ov er December was 26.6 per 
cent. These figu res represent 
347 loadings for Janu ary 1969, 
274 for December and 210 for 
Janu ary 1968. 
Howev er, ou tgoing tru ck load­ 
ings were steady ov er a month 
ago and showed a decrea^ from 
Janu ary 1968 of 3.2 per cent. 
In Janu ary 1968, tl^ e were 
812, while in Janu ary this y ear 
there were 786 ou tgoing t r u c k 
loads. 
The only increase shown in 
railroad carloading was in the 
incoming loads for Janu ary this 
y ear—a 7.6 per cent gain. Ou t­ 
going carloads are on the de­ 
cline and incoming carloads also 
rfwwed a decline from a y ear 
ago. 
In Janu ary 1969, there were 
282 incoming railroad loadings, 
in December 262 and in Janu ­ 
ary 1968 315. 
Ou tgoing oarloadings st» wed 
.383 for Janu ary 1969, 406 for 
December and 404 tor Janu ary 
1968. 


IN GENERAL, riv er traffic 
also showed a decline. Tow- 
boats on the riv er 434 in Jan­ 
u ary agaireit 459 for December, 
a decrease of 5.4 per cent. How­ 
ev er, the figu re for Janu ary of 
1968 was 419, so this Janu ary 
shows an increase of 3.6 per 
cent ov er a y ear ago. 
The total tonnage is down 11.1 
per cent from a y ear ago and 
9.5 per cent from December. 
Total tannage this Janu ary 
was 1,664,356. A y ear ago it 
was 1,872.800, while December 
figu res show 1,838,781.

How­ 
ev er, a drop ctf 1.2 per cent is 
shown from a month ago.

Bank clearings for Janu ary 
were u p 2.9 per cent ov er De­ 
cember and 5 per cent ov er a 
v e^r ago. Janu ary ’s figu re was 
$4,750,341, December $4,616,514,

Bank debits declined 2.2 per 
cent from a month ago.

In J a nua ry 


WASHINGTON (4>) - Liv ing 
costs rose three-tenths of one 
pa* cent in Janu ary and there 
WCTc indications of a similar 
increase in Febru ary , the Labor 
Department reported Tu esday , 
*^e consu mer price rise in 
Janu ary was slightly smaller 
than the av erage monthly ad­ 
v ance in 1968 bu t nev ertheless 
boosted the ov er-all cost index 
to 4.6 per cent abov e the lev el 
of Janu ary 1968. 
Higher prices for serv ices of 
all kinds, particu larly those as­ 
sociated with au tomobile opera­ 
tion, home ownership and medi­ 
cal care, were chiefly responsi­ 
ble for the Janu ary rise. 
Food prices also rose consid­ 
erably more than u su al for Jan- 
u aiy . Food increases were part­ 
ly offset by lower prices for ap­ 
parel and for new and u sed 
cars.

WASHINGTON M - Living 
costs rose three-tenths of one 
per cent in January and there 
were indications of a similar 
increase in February, the Labor 
Departm ent reported Tuesday. 
The consum er price rise in 
January was slightly sm aller 
than the average monthly ad­ 
vance in 1968 but nevertheless 
boosted the over-all cost index 
to 4.6 per cent above the level 
of January 1968. 
Higher prices for services of 
all kinds, particularly those as­ 
sociated with automobile opera­ 
tion, home ownership and medi­ 
cal care, were chiefly responsi­ 
ble for the January rise. 
Food prices also rose consid­ 
erably m ore than usual for Jan­ 
uary. Food increases were part­ 
ly offset by lower prices for ap­ 
parel and for new and used 
cars. 
The assistant commissioner of 
(he Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
Arnold Chase, said “there is 
some slowing down” in the up­ 
ward price trend. 
He said demand is still strong 
but that a decrease in real pur­ 
chasing power and the require­ 
ment for many Americans to 
meet tax payments before April 
15 could cause a further taper­ 
ing off of demand for goods and 
services.

Ferguson Act Invoked In Bid 
To End Walkout In Warren 


WARREN, Ohio (AP)—Mayor 
Raymond Schryver has invoked 
the Ohio Ferguson Act in an 
attempt to end a two-day-old 
strike by 200 city workers that 
has crippled most city services. 
Public services in Trumbull 
County offices also were at a 
standstill with the two-day-old 
strike of 120 county employes. 
Both city and county strikers 
are members of the American 
F'ederation of State. County and 
Municipal Employes. 
Under provisions of the Fergu­ 
son Act, Schryver ordered all 
city department heads Tuesday 
night to notify absent workers 
they were considered to be on 
strike and have thus forfeited 
their jobs. 
Schryver invoked the Fergu­ 
son Act after he unsuccessfully 
requested the union to provide 
emergency crews to operate the 
Warren water and sewage treat­ 
ment plant. 
About 200 nonunion city em­ 
ployes were reported honoring 
the strike but police and fire 
departments in Warren were un­ 
affected. The

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
typical homeouner’s t e n d e r 
feeliiiigs for his castle, mortgag­ 
ed though it be. are at flood 
stage right about now as he 
adds up the money-saving de­ 
ductions and other income tax 
savers hidiing behind each shut­ 
ter and shingle. 
First, there's 'all that interest 
you pay on the monthly mort­ 
gage payments — deductible, 
every bit of it. 
The next big item is real es­ 
tate tax, both state and local 
if you get hit both ways. It’s 
all deductible. 
In addition to these two ma­ 
jor tax reducers, available to 
evm ’ homeowner, there a re 
dozens more that cover special 
situations. Try not to miss any 
you’re entitled to, because the 
Internal 
Revenue 
S e r v i c e 
swears it wants you to take 
full advantage of every legal 
means of holding down t h e 
amount of tax you pay. 


MANY homeowners, for in­ 
stance, are entitled to deduc­ 
tions lor casualty or theft lo.ss- 
es but fail to put in for them. 
They’re deductible to the ex­ 
tent that they exceed $100 after 
subtracting 
insurance 
settle­ 
ments, if any. 
But the $100 rule must be 
applied to each such loss—you 
can’t add up a year’s losses 
and treat them as one. 
The tax collectO'rs define a 
casualty as partial or t o t a l 
destruction resulting from an 
“ identifiable event of a sudden, 
unexpected or unusual nature,” 
Hurrtcanes’’ Sure. Also wind­

There are also tax angles to 
consider when you change hom­ 
es. 


MOST sellers nowadays get 
more for their homes than they 
paid. The thing to remember is 
that you’ll have to pay taxes 
on this profit unless you invest 
i< in another home costing at 
least as much within a year 
before or after the sale. 
If the bouse is being built for 
you and construction stated ei­ 
ther before the sale or not la­ 
ter than one year after, you 
have up to 18 months after the 
.sale to move in.

It may be that when you de- 
icided to move you first had 
your old place painted and had 
a carpenter in to make a few 
repairs in hopes of getting a 
better price.

Deduct For Your Homes 


Needle Pattern 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The ] 
typical homeowner’s t e n d e r ! 
feelings for his castle, mortgag­ 
ed though it be. are at flood 
stage right about now as he 
adds up the money-saving de­ 
ductions and other income tax 
savers hiding behind each shut­ 
ter and shingle. 
First, there's alii that interest 
you pay on the monthly mort­ 
gage payments — deductible, 
every bit of it. 
The next big item is real es­ 
tate tax, both state and local 
if you get hit both ways. If s 1 
all deductible. 
In addition to these two ma­ 
jor tax reducers, available to 
every homeowner, there a re 
dozens more that cover special 
situations. Try not to miss any 
you’re entitled to, because the 
Internal 
Revenue 
S e r v i c e maintenance costs such as heat, 
swears it wants you to take light, telephone, cleaning and 
full advantage of every legal decoratmg bi3Is 
means of holding down t h e ™ , 
. 
amount of tax you pay. 
There are also tax angles to 
’ 
consider when you change hom- 


MANY homeowners, for in­ 
stance, are entitled to deduc­ 
tions tor casualty or theft loss­ 
es but fail to put in for them. 
They're deductible to the ex­ 
tent that they exceed $100 after 
subtracting 
insurance 
settle­ 
ments, if any. 
Rut the $100 rule must be 
applied to each such loss—you 
can’t add up a year’s losses 
and treat them as one. 
The tax collectors define a 
casualty as partial or t o t a l 
destruction resulting from an 
“ identifiable event of a sudden, 
unexpected or unusual nature.” j 
Hurricanes? Sure. Also wind­ 
storms, 
flash 
floods, 
falling 
trees, runaway cars that crash 
through the bedroom wall and 
riot damage, once a rarity but 
common enough these days. 
Theft losses are easy enough 
to 
understand. 
Homeowners 
have more and more expensive 
things to attract the larcenous. 
And they leave a lot of it out­ 
doors, things like statuary and 
gadget - laden lawn equipment 
that costs as much as a good 
used car. 
If you are required as a con­ 
dition of employment to use: 
part of your home as a place 
of business, you may deduct an 
appropriate percentage of home 


MOST sellers nowadays get 
more for their homes than they 
paid. The thing to remember is 
that you'll have to pay taxes 
on this profit unless you invest 
it in another home costing at 
least as much within a year 
before or after the sale. 
If the house is being built for 
you and construction started ei­ 
ther before the sale or not la­ 
ter than one year after, you 
have up to 18 months after the 
sale to move in. 
It may be that when you de­ 
brided to move you first had 
your old place painted and had 
a carpenter in to make a few 
repairs in hopes of getting a 
better price. 
Though not deducted in figur­ 
ing the profit, these fixing-up 
expenses may 
be subtracted 
I rom the final sale price to 
yield 
the 
“ adjusted 
s a l e s 
price,” the one you compare 
with the purchase price of your 
new house to find how much 
gain is to be taxed currently— 
—if any. 
But to be considered, repairs 
must be made within 90 days 
before the sale contract is sign­ 
ed and they must be paid for 
within 30 days after the sale. 


So if the carpetner is slow about 
billing you, go after him. 
Persons over 65 can get a spe­ 
cial break when selling their 
homes. It will be dealt with in 
the next article in this series. 
Of course, not everybody sells 
at a profit. If you’re a loser, 
your loss, unfortunately, isn’t 
deductible. 


BUT maybe the process of 
moving to the new residence 
will add to your list of deduc­ 
tions. 
A deductible move has to be 
made at the worker’s expense 
in connection with a new job or 
because of a transfer. And your 
new place of employment must 
be at least 20 straight-line miles 
farther from 
your old home 
than your previous home-to-job 
mileage. 
That 20-mile rule throws a 
lot of people so let’s run through 
it slowly. 
If you used to live in Bank­ 
ruptcy Heights, IO miles from 
your place of work in City A. 
you will meet the 20-mile test 
if your new place of work in 
City B is at least 30 miles (20 
plus IO) 
f r o m 
Bankruptcy 
Heights. The location of your 
new home doesn’t enter into the 
calculations at all. 
Once you get to your new 
area, you must work full time 
for at least 39 weeks out of 
your first year there. Ifs per­ 
missible to change jobs. though, 
so long as you stay in the same 
general commuting area. 
On a deductible move, expen­ 
ses that qualify include all of 
the regular movers’ 
charges 
plus such extras as the cost 
of shipping 
your 
automobile 
and pets, so by all means take 
the pony along. IRS insists all 
expenses have to be reason­ 
able, however. 
Finally, you can deduct the 
expenses you run up getting 
from the old to the new home. 
including meals, lodging an d 
transportation. 
If you use your car instead 
you may either deduct 5 cants 
a mile or your actual out-of- 
pocket expenses. These would 
normally be limited to gasoline, I 
oil and tolls, but if you have a 
breakdown en route the repair 
bill is deductible too
